claimed that Ky's duties will consist of purging corrup- 
tion and incompetence "in our ranks," a task which will 
involve overseeing the activities of province chiefs and 
other important officials. Thieu said this will require 
more power for Ky than the vice president ought to have 
under the constitution, and he will, therefore, have to 
work through the authority of the president. 

Thieu also hopes to have Tran Van Huong head the 
Inspectorate, a body set up specifically to investigate 
and reduce corruption- -one of Huong's pet campaign is- 
sues.

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Trouble has broken out in Quang Ngai Province be- 
tween revolutionary development officials and provincial 
authorities. 

According to one account, on 4 October some 200 
revolutionary development workers seized certain pro- 
vincial section chiefs, shaved their heads, and released 
them. The workers went on to demonstrate in the vi- 
cinity of provincial headquarters, and the South Viet- 
namese Army 2nd Division had moved into Quang Ngai 
city to restore order. Neither the cause nor the extent 
of the strife is readily apparent. It may be a purely lo- 
cal dispute. I

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*Nigeria: Federal forces reportedly captured

augmented forces defending Enugu. Although at least 
guerrilla resistance is likely to continue, this latest 
setback could lead to an early attempt by some Ibo 
officers, perhaps acting with civilian Ibos, to dis- 
place Ojukwu and open negotiations with Lagos. 
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
